CHICAGO, Feb. 10 .— Rail-

United States won a sudden 
and dramatic victory over the 
railroads here today when the 
United States Railway Wage 
Labor Board flatly refused to 
grant the plea of the railroads 
for abrogation of the national 
agreement and permission to 
reduce wages of workers. 


The decision of the board 
was complete denial of all that 
the railway executives have 
contended for. 
The decision came as a climax to 


weeks of hearings and was a com- 
plete surprise to Frank Walsh, gen- 
eral counsel for the railway brother- 
hoods and B. M. Jewell head of the 
railway department of the America^ 
Federation of Labor. Jewell was just 
preparing to present to the board a 
statement in support of his conten- 
tion that the railroads should not be 
permitted to reduce wages of their em- 
ployes. 


The board, holding that it could not 


(assume jurisdiction in the plea pre- 
! sented on behalf of the railroads by 
,W. ,W. Atterbury, vice president of 
j the Pennsylvania system, announced 
jthru Judge R M. Barton, its chairman 
• the following conclusion:

"It is the judgment of the board, 


therefore, that the request of the rail- 
ways' executives for immediate termi- 
nation of the existing rules must be 
land is accordingly denied. 


"The board must also deny the re-_ 


quest of the Association of Railway 
Executives as presented by the chair- 
man of the labor commission that 
that much of Decision 2 as fixes wages 
for unskilled labor be set aside and 
prevailing rates of wages in the var- 
ious territories served by any carrier 
substituted."

Taxation Problems No. 2—Income Taxes 


P 


RIOR to the late war the bulk of our federal revenue was 


raised from tariff and excise, or internal revenue, taxes.' 


The war itself served as the most effectual trade barrier the na- 
tion ever erected and showed the utter economic fallacy of such 
barriers. The enactment of federal prohibition also served to 
obliterate at one stroke the greatest single item of internal m-^ 
come so that to meet the tremendous costs of war new tax inven- 
tions were rendered imperative. 
, 
As a result, for the last three years the bulk of our national 


revenue has been derived from income and profit taxes, a direct 
levy on inuustrv and for that reason an admittedly heavy bur- 
den on business. So great has this burden become that invest- 
ment, instead of striking out for itself in the open field of indus- 
try, has taken the inevitable course and has sought shelter in 
the form of tax exempt securities. 
i 
As a further result capital has hidden and labor has been 


handicapped by the turning of millions of dollars into govern- 4 i« '*>-* * 
mem. state and municipal bonds and other forms of securities ™

exeir.pt from the scrutiny of the assessor. How much the nation 
has suffered from this tendency of capital can never be known. 
But the events of the past six months are all partly, in some 
cases wholly, due to this unfortunate but perfectly natural 
tendency.

to the extent added tax burdens were placed on men with large 
incomes the middle and poorer classes would be relieved. But
